UN RELAXES ITS 
PUNISHMENT 
FRANCO SPAIN 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 
(AP Foreign Affairs Analyst) 


The action of the United Nations 


in relaxing its three-year-old ban 
on Franco Spain will be received 
with mixed emotions. 


Proponents will welcome it as a 


solution of an incongruous situation 
under which the democracies have 
been playing ball with numerous 
dictatorships while keeping thumbs 
down on Spam as the bad lad of 
Europe. 


Opponents can get solace from 


the fact the U.N. action doesn't re- 
peal its previous condemnation of 
the regime. Moreover, while Spain 
will be allowed to join organizations 
affiliated with the U.N., Madrid 
cannot become a member of the 
peace organization. It will be rcj- 
called the original resolution was 
adopted by the U.N. because „ the 
Franco government was deemed a 
Fascist dictatorship which had come 
to power with the aid of Hitler and 
Mussolini, 


"No Basic Change" 


This softening of restrictions is 


backed by Washington. The measure 
still has to be approved formally 
by the General Assembly, but it has 
passed the special political com- 
mittee and the assembly is assured 
of the necessary two-thirds ma- 
jority. 


As long ago as last January Sec- 


retary of State Acheson announced 
the United States was ready to sup- 
port a move in the U.N. to end the 
boycott of Spain. He also said Wash- 
ington 
was "quite 
prepared 
to 


acquiesce in the extension of credits 
to Spain covering specific and eco- 
nomically justifiable projects" 
in 


which there was "a reasonable pros- 
pect of payment." 


Mr. Acheson explained in a letter 


to Chairman Connally of the Senate 
Foreign Relations committee that 
there had been no basic change in 
the United States attitude but that 
the revised policy was based on 
"certain essential facts." These were 
in substance: 


1. There was no sign of an al- 


ternative to the current government. 


2. The internal position of the 


regime was strong and had the 
support of many who, although they 
might prefer another form of gov- 
ernment or chief of state, feared 
that chaos and civil strife would fol- 
low a move to overthrow the gov- 
ernment. 


3. Spam is a part of western Eu- 


rope which should not be perma- 
nently isolated from normal rela- 
tions with that area. 


Had Not Resched Aims 


This American attitude was re- 


ceived with wide approval among 
U.N. members. As a matter of fact, 
many of them had been, paying 
small 
attention 
to the ban on 


Spain, and the measure hadn't 
achieved its aims. 


Moreover, the U.N. has come to 


recognize that the elimination of 
Spain has been detrimental to U.N. 
projects in some ways. Many activi- 
ties like health legulations should 
be world wide. For example, meas- 
ures to control contagious diseases 
won't work perfectly with one na- 
tion out.
